SUN'S ISAACS, IN HK, INSISTS MAO'S ABSENCE FROM THURSDAY 
CEREMONY HONORING CHOU IS "FURTHER SIGN OF HIS FAILING 

HEALTH," SINCE ASSUMED, IF PHYSICALLY ABLE, CHAIRMAN 
WOULD HAVE APPEARED TO JOIN MEMORIAL FOR OLDEST, CLOSEST, 
MOST TALENTED OF ASSOCIATES. INEVITABLY, MAO'S ABSENCE 
ALSO HEIGHTENED SENSE THAT EXTRAORDINARY CEREMONIES FOR
